To Get Coal Early 


‘OTTAWA. — Mines Minister Prud- 
ham issued a warning to Canadians 
that further delay in storing winter 
coal will lead “‘to a serious situation.” 

Coal orders, he said, are down 30 
per cent, from this time last year. 
If this continues it will be almost 
impossible to overtake the shortage 
in fall and winter months with mines 
working to capacity, railway cars 
short and delivery facilities taxed to 
the limit in the hazards of snow and 
storm. 

It is the second such statemefit 
issued by the minister in the last few 
weeks. He said it is “regrettable” 
that little notice had been taken of 
his first warning.

Prairie Farmers May Soon 
See Houses Built of Straw 


Manufacture Of Wallboard And Other 
Building Material Already In Use With 
Plans Of Expansion In Process 


(By Dave Innes, Editor, The Saskatchewan Farmer) 


The prairie farmer—and his city neighbor, too, for that matter 
—may build his house. of the straw taken from his own fields in 
the not too distant future. The entire house won't be built of 
straw, of course, but the inside walls may be finished with boards 
made from straw and perhaps strawboard may replace shiplap 
for the outside sheathing too. . ; 


Use of straw to make wallboard, 
just as wood pulp and other materi- 
als are now used to make wallboards 
of other types, may not become wide- 
spread on the prairies in the imme- 
diate future, but it won't be long be- 
fore the new product is on the west- 
ern market, 

A Swedish company, Stramit Cor- 
poration, with headquarters in Stock- 
holm, already has completed plans 
for a plant at Innisfail, about 70 
miles north of Calgary. The com- 
pany plans to put in three machines, 
to manufacture the board, the first 
by October, shipping the machines 
from Sweden, 

= If the new building board finds a 
large enough market, the Swedish 
company may erect plants at other 
points on the prairies. 

Manufacture of wallboard and 
building material from straw isn’t 
new to the west. It has been tried 
before, | 

In fact several houses and other 

buildings made of straw blocks are 
still standing at points around Re- 
gina. 
In the early thirties machinery 
turned out strawboard and straw 
blocks on the farm of T. A. McCusk- 
er, a prominent farmer just north of 
Regina on No. 6 highway. The straw 
blocks, used like-cindercrete or con- 
crete. blocks are used for the walls 
themselves, were made by a machine 
something like a hay baler. Only the 
machine compressed the straw much 
tighter than a hay baler does and 
into smaller blocks for ease in handl- 
ing. 

The McCuskers added a straw 
block additien of several rooms to 
their home and.it is still in as good 
condition as the rest of the house 
today. It was stuccoed on the out- 
side and plaster-finished on the in- 

fide. 

\, “The blocks were a foot thick,” 


setting up plants’to use straw in the 
manufacture of their product. 

Mr. Stone told the meeting two 
important. questions in developing 
markets for straw were whether 
fa were willing to sell wheat 
straw. in large and continuing quan- 
tities and the Price at which they 
would sell. 

Straw, at one time, was considered 
almost a yseless by-product to farm- 
ing operations in the west and the 
huge flares of burning straw stacks 
was a common sight on the prairies 
at harvest. But the dry thirties 
showed the need o€ anchoring the soil 
against soil drifting and high winds 
by the use of trash cover and the 
place of straw now is recognized in 
the prairie farm economy. 

In years like the past several how- 
ever, the straw has been so heavy 
that there is no need to work it all 
back into the land. A secondary in- 
dustry which could make use of the 
surplus would mean still another out- 
let for a farm product and more 
money in the pocket of the farmer.

Hunters Who have supplies of am- 
munition left over from the hunting 
season ‘would be well advised — to 
store it carefully in a cool, dry place 
according the experts on ammuni- 
tion, Properly stored, sporting am- 
munition will retain its effective- 
ness indefinitely it is pointed out, On 
the otier hand, high temperatures 
or excessive humidity may cause the 
riming mixture to deteroriate to the 
yoint where it will no longer ignite 
he powder efficiently, causing hang- 
dre and misfires. At home ammuni- 
tion should be stored in a locker or 
abinet in the coolest, dricst part of 
the house. It should not be <tored 
m a detached garage exposed to 
the sun, nor should it be carried con- 
stantly in a car tliat is usually parked 
in the sun. Destructive high tem- 
peraures are often generated in both 
places, ‘Externally lubricated rim- 
fire ammunition should be stored 
in a cool place because the lubri- 
cant will ténd to melt or run at 
high temperatures, Centre-fire hand 
gun ammunition should be protect2d 
against the action of powder solvents 
which many shooters use as cleaners 
repellants. An excess of 
‘dolvent may break down (fe joil- 
proofing seal of a cartridge and 
contaminate the primer and powder. 
Loader shotgun’ shells should be pro- 
tected from high temperaturs and 
high humidiy. Drying out of the 
powder—as can happen when the 
shells aré left in an automobile or

PROTECTING STORED GRAIN 

The prospect of bumper grain 
crops in Western Canada, combined 
with a late harvest, shortage of space 
in country elevators, and low delivery , 
quotas, indicate that this year la 
quantities of grain will .have to 
stored on farms for long periods, 
Dr. H. E. Gray and-Dr. B. Sinall- 
mun, Canada’s outstanding grain 
storage experts have outlined a 
number of simple rules and prac- 
tices which, if followed by farmers, 
will prevent the danger of large 
grain storage losses this winter, A - 
brief summary follows. @ 

Points to Remember. Success in 
preventing spoilage in stored grain 
depends upon two conditions: (1) 
proper preparation of storage space, 
and (2) care and. attention after 
storage begins. Excess moisture 
causes most storage troubles. The 
first important job,-therefore, is to 
bin grain as dry as possible. Sec- 
ondly, stored - grain should be 
examined periodically, because leaks, 
seepage or condensation may intro- 
duce excessive moisture and cause 
local heating. ‘Tifirdly, if insect or 
mould infestation should develop, 
serious damage may be prevented 
by transferring the grain to a clean 
granary, a tarpaulin, or the bare 
ground - during freezing weather, 
Cleaning the grain during transfer 
is strongly recommended. ‘The west- 
ern farmers greatest ally in prevent- 
ing serious grain storage losses is 
cold weather. Every farmer should 
take full advantage of this fact. 

Some Practical Suggestions. (1) 
A granary or building with a 
wooden floor above ground is 
for grain storage. lf the floor is 
concrete cover it with moisture- 
proof paper. (2) Repair.leaky roofs, 
windows and doors to exclude rain 
and snow.® (3) Make sure the walls 
and: floors Are clean. _(4) Provide 
plenty of ventilation. ‘Fill the gran- 
ary to the plate only. (5) Examine 
your stored grain stocks at least
